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1. The Gerdtebau Schonebeck-Elbe manufactured 102 mobile loading units in August © 
1953. These units are equipped with a 50 hp. Diesel engine built in the works. 
The order came from the Soviet Union, and the trucks on which the units are 
mounted are of Soviet make. 


2, The works are currently supplying power plants for the Soviet Navy. Two plants 
of this kind were delivered to the Soviet Union in August, They have. a 500 hp. 
six cylinder, high-power Diesel engine of light weight and small bulk. The engine 


is a modification of a Mercedes Benz type. 


3, The works delivers shipts equipment to the Neptun yard at Rostock and the Mathias 
Thiesen yard at Wismar, on Soviet order. 
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
